Resolutions Adopted at the Convention Which 
Met Recently in the City of

G. T. H Wan's ConciliaUon Board 
to Deal With Disputes Between 
Company and Telegraphers. 


WHAT IS 
CIVILIZATION ? 


At the convention of Liberals of the 
province of British Columbia held In 
Vancouver early In October the prin¬ 
ciple* of the party were set forth In a 
serlea of resolutions which were 
adopted. These have been compiled In 
connection with the official report and 
ure set fort has follows: 

1. That portions of the unoccupied 
crown coal lands of fhe various coal 
tlelda of the province be reserved by 
statute, thereby enabling state owned and 
operated coni mines to be established In 
the future If required In the public Inter¬ 
est. 

2. That the action of the Liberals In 
the local legislature In the stnnd they 
have taken In favor of a thorough inquiry 
Into the question of Irrigation be endorsed 
with the view of adopting such legisla¬ 
tion as may be necessary to secure the 
application of all available water to 
agricultural lands so as to secure the 
greatest possible benefit. 

3. That the federal (Liberal) gov«^ni$ent 
has already made an hiqulry through a 
select committee of the House of Com¬ 
mons Into the question of private opera¬ 
tion of telegraphs and telephones and are 
in possession of important Information 
W'hlch would indicate the wisdom of tho 
government owning and operating such 
public utilities, therefore this convention 
of the Liberal party of British Columbia 
declares In faver of the pubttc ownership 
and operation of those chartered under 
Dominion laws; and that until the public 
acquisition thereof the commercial tele¬ 
graph systems of Canada should be 
brought under the Jurisdiction of the rail¬ 
way commission. 

4. Whereas the passage by the federal 
parliament of an act known as the 
"Lemleux I^abor Act” has proved to be 
very beneficial In settling labor disputes 
throughout Canada, this convention en¬ 
dorses the principle contained In the act 
and favors its extension as experience i 
shows to be necessary. 

5. That the legislature pass, and If dis¬ 
allowed. then by special session or ses¬ 
sions re-pass the “Natal Act" for the ex¬ 
clusion of undesired Immigrants unless 
and until the highest court In the realm 
declares such an act beyond the jurisdic¬ 
tion of the provincial legislature, or until 
the Dominion has passed effective exclu¬ 
sive measures. 

S. That, as the opinion of British Col¬ 
umbia generally is against the Immigra¬ 
tion of Orientals, and as the Liberal party 
of the Dominion has successfully exclud¬ 
ed the Chinese, the party should adopt an 
Immediate policy which will accomplish 
•he same object against all Orbmtals, and 
that. In the opinion of this convention, 
ihe Natal Act which has.been effective In 
restricting Oriental immgratlon In other 
British countries should be paased as a 
federal enactment, and any nxlstlng 
treaty act which prevents the pa l Mage of 
the "Natal Act"•shell be abrogated at 
the earliest possible date. * 

7. Thar taxation of personal property 
by the provincial government within or¬ 
ganised municipalities should be relegated 
tc the municipalities. 

A Agricultural crown lands to be dis¬ 
posed of to settlers, not to speculators. 
Surveys of suoh lands along railways 
and along such streams where settlement 
will quickly follow to be begun at once, 
and maps and full description of the sur¬ 
veyed lands be distributed. 

9. Whereas large areas of lands In the 
province of British Columbia now owned 
by railway and other corporations and 
liable to taxation for years past, still re¬ 
main untaxed through the refusal of the 
present provincial government to aaaeaa 
and lax aame, whereby very large sums 
have been and are being lost to the pro- 
vlnce. Resolved, that all legal steps 
should he taken to make such corpora¬ 
tions pay their JUat proportion of taxes 
to the provincial treasury. 

10. To provide one sot of free text books 
In the public schools for each pupH, and 
to print such text hooks wherever pos¬ 
sible At the government printing office In 
Victoria. 

11. That the Liberal party In British 
Columbia Is In favor of government In¬ 
spection of all industries for sanitary 
purposes and the protection of tho health 
and security of employees. 

12. Resolved, that the necessary encour¬ 
agement and assistance be given by the 
Dominion government to any well consid¬ 
ered scheme for the connection of the 
railway system of Vancouver Island with 
one or more transcontinental lines of 
railways. 

13. That this convention is strongly In 
favor of both the Dominion and Provin¬ 
cial governments using every reasonable 
effort to promote the settlement of our 
province by a deslrirtfle class of white 
settlers. 

14. Whereas certain legislation has been 
enacted by the local legislature of British 
Columbia for the purpose of securing to 
n large number of settlers In the E. Sc N. 
railway belt their underground «*s well as 
their surface rights, and whereas the 
highest court of the realm has decided 
that such legislation Is 


Better Terms for the provinces was rele¬ 
gated by the government to a conference 
of provincial premiers. And whereas the 
conference of last, year denied British 
Columbia that full measure of Better 
Terms to which we think we aro entitled 
to, we deprecate the attempt now being 
made by the Premier of the province to 
make a partisan question of Better Terms 
In face of the stand taken by the Liberal 
opposition. 

30. That In view of the. fact that a Cana¬ 
dian commission la to be appointed by 
the federal government to visit Japan 
and investigate the question of Asiatic 
immigration. Resolved, that, In the opin¬ 
ion of this convention, this commission 
should consist of st least one member 
from British Columbia. 

21. Whereas the Hon. Richard McBride 
has publicly declared that he did not ad¬ 
vise the Lieutenant-Governor to with¬ 
hold assent to the act of last session pur¬ 
porting to prohibit Oriental Immigration, 
and in making such declaration In effect 
disavows ministerial responsibility. 

And whereof Mr. McBride Is still the 
chief adviser of the Lieutenant-Governor. 

Be It resolved, that this convention con¬ 
demns as utterly subversive of responsible 
government this flagrant violation of the 
Aral principle of the constitution, which 
requires that the chief adviser of the 
crown must assume responsibility for 
every executive set of the Lieutenant- 
Governor. 

The Premier of British Columbia can¬ 
not shield himself behind the Lieutenant- 
Governor and must assume full respon¬ 
sibility for the set of the representative 
of the crown, or resign office. In which 
event the Lieutenant-Governor would bo 
compelled to secure a Aral minister who

Reggio dl Calabria. Italy. Not. 18.— 
The provinca of Calabria waa visited 
by another severe earthquake at twen¬ 
ty minutes past two this afternoon.

A second violent shock was experi¬ 
enced in this town at three a'clock.Ahls 
afternoon. The people were thrown 
into a state of consternation, which 
was added to by the stories of further 
damage at Ferruzzaro. Assistance has 
been sent to that place. 


Chicago, Nov: 18.—Aroused by in¬ 
creasing boldness on the part of des¬ 
perate blackmailers, masquerading bin 
der the name cf the “Black Hand,” 
professional and business men among 
the Italians of Chicago yesterday or¬ 
ganized the “White Hand" Society. 
From now on, the “Mano Blanca,*’ or 
“White Hand." will wage a war of ex¬ 
termination upon the “Mano Reado’* 
8octety. 

The crusade has been started by the 
two leading Sicilian societies of Chi¬ 
cago. A committee of a "hundred of 
the “White Hand" Society will call 
upon Mayor Busse and demand that 
the police supplement the efforts of the 
special detectives that will be engaged 
by the Italians. The same committee 
will call upon States Attorney Healy, 
Captain Porter, of the United States 
Secret Service, and United States Dis¬ 
trict Attorney olms. 

A number of the groups of black¬ 
mailers are known already to the 
“White Hand" Society. At learft half a 
dozen of the blackmailers are either 
convicts or fugitives from Italy. It will 
be one of the first experiments of the 
“White Hand” Society to see that fugi¬ 
tives are returned to their own coun¬ 
try to serve their sentences.

The reason why so few people have 
ever seen the kea at work seems to 
be due to the fact that the killing is 
mostly done at evening or early morn¬ 
ing, at places which men seldom reach 
until long after the bird hap finished its 
deadly work. Among my correspond¬ 
ents, over thirty, men have actually 
seen the kea killing the sheep. These 
witnesses do not consist only of must- 
erers and shepherds, but In many In¬ 
stances they are either managers* of 
the sheep stations or the station own¬ 
ers themselves. Summing up the dif¬ 
ferent accounts, which owing to limits 
of space cannot be published In full 
here, the bird’s mode of prpeedure 
seems as follows: They may attack in 
ones or twos or In numbers, but usual¬ 
ly one or two birds do the killing, and 
the others share In the spoil. The keas 
always seem to choose the pick of the 
flock. The bird settles on the ground 
near Its quarry, and after hopping 
around for some time. It leaps on its 
prey, usually on the rump. The move¬ 
ment of the sheep may cause It to fall 
off, but it persists until It has flrmly 
perched Itself on the sheep’s back. 
Then the kea begins its operations by 
tearing- out the wool with Its powerful 
beak, and at last gets Its beak Into the 
flesh. 

The sheep, which for some time has 
been moving uneasily about, gives a 
Jump as the beak pierces the flesh, 
and then begins to run wildly about In 
vain efforts to rid Itself of Its torment- 
er. When, however, the sheep finds It 
cannot dislodge its enemy, It seems to 
become terrified with pain and fright, 
and rushes blindly about, usually at a 
high speed, the kea manwhlle holding 
on and balancing Itself with outstretch¬ 
ed wings. When the beast stumbles, 
the kea rises on Its wings, and settles 
down again on to the sheep when It has 
regained Its feet. This awful race- is 
continued, until, bruised by Its numer¬ 
ous falls, utterly exhausted by Its death 
struggles, the poor animal stumbles to 
rise no more, and becomes an easy 
prey to the kea.

New Zeelppii'hfis it* full share of In¬ 
teresting animals, but with t,He excep¬ 
tion of that strange out-of-date lizard¬ 
like looking animal, called by the 
Maoris the tuatara. the avifauna 
claims them all.

for a grub-stake. This offer was taken 
up by a Jedway roan." 

During his stay on the Islands Mr. . 
Macklin made a trip over the mountain 
near Sktdegate Intel, and showed thfe 
reporter samples of coal which he found 
outcropping in various places. Gra¬ 
ham Island is as yet unsurveyed, but Is 
being rapidly acquired by pre-emptors 
and Investors. To the south the land is 
hilly, but northward the country is 
comparatively level and Is covered with 
a growth of small alder, spruce and 
pine. The level country commences 
ten miles north of Skldegatd, and there 
are several thousand acres of land yet 
to be pre-empted or purchased In the 
Interior. All the land along the east 
side of the lqlan&-for a distance of 90 
miles has been staked for purchase. 

There is a band of wild cattle roam¬ 
ing about the marshy land near Cape 
Brill, some thirty miles north of Telal 
river. These cattle originated from a 
herd placed on the lslknd fifteen years 
ago by a man named Alexander, now 
dead. They subsist during the winter 
on the wild grasses which abound In 
parts of the Island. 

No deer exist on Graham Island, but 
there are some black bear, marten and 
tend otter. Mr. Macklin made a trip 
Into the Interior of Graham Island dur¬ 
ing his visit In the Telal river district, 
following a biased trail, known as 
Mexican Tom's trail. The trip occupied 
five days, and only two human hablia- 
tkms were encountered. Mexican Tom, 
who built this trail, styles himself the 
cattle king of Queen Charlotte Islands. 
Mr. Macklin made the trip alone and 
says he enjoyed the adventure. 

There are no roads of any kind on 
the south side of Gra>iam Island. The 
settlers are now petitioning the govern¬ 
ment for $10,000 to build a wagon road 
from Sktdegate to the head of Mas set 
Inlet, a distance of 05 miles. 

Graham Island promises to become an 
Important supplying market for Prince 
Rupert and any other towns which may 
spring up on the mainland coast, aa It 
possesses considerable agricultural ca¬ 
pacity, and the distance across is only 
70 mllea One Victoria capitalist alone 
has applied to the government for the 
purchase of 20,000 acres of agricultural 
land on the Island, with the idea of In¬ 
ducing settlement. A party of ten set¬ 
tlers for the Island Is expected at Port 
Simpson next week. 

Mr. Macklls saye that geese and | 
ducks are plentiful In all the bays and I 
inlets of the Islands. On the Telal fiv¬ 
er near Mexican Tom’s farm, the geese 
and ducks are vary plentiful. The river 
Is also full of salmon, one drift of a 
small piece of net capturing 125 last 
summer. Mexican Tom owna about 150 
head of cattle, which And pasturage 
on the wild grasses .of the Island. 

A large cannery Is projected for the 
Islands. This undertaking is being pro¬ 
moted by Bond find Clarke of this city. 
Halibut and other fish are plentiful in 
the Island waters. 

American capital la being freely In¬ 
vested In the timber limits of the Isl¬ 
ands, and several small sawmills will 
be In course of erection next spring. Mr. 
Moore of Seattle, with a party of ten 
or twelve men. has been on Moresby 
and Graham Islands for the past two 
months survsying and taking over cer¬ 
tain timber limits, and In tha spring 
will erect a sawmill at Gumahawa, on 
the east coast of Moresby Island. This 
party propose to Introduce a diamond 
drill to prospect for coal. 

Mr. Macklin says the government la 
getting an Immense revenue from the 
sale of timber on the Islands, estimating 
that they have receives between $75,000 
and $100,000 from this source on Gra¬ 
ham Island alone.

His Island Home. 

Wilfred Hepton, of Newton Green 
hall. Chapeitown. Lord Mayor-elect of 
Leeds, has had a carsarvary different 
from that generally Identified with the 
chief magistrate of an English city. 

Early in life being In Indifferent 
health he took a voyage * round the 
world, and from that time dates his 
great love of travel and exploration. 

In the course of an Interview Mr. 
Hepton said he had been particularly 
fond of Canada, and bought an island 
on one of the Cunadian lakes. Here he 
built a house, and has for many years 
spent summer in this Idyllic retreat. 

Mr. Hepton Is well known In Canada 
as a hunter of big game, and a glance 
at the magnificent collection of heads, 
antlers, and other trophies In his Leeds 
home will give some Idea of his ex¬ 
ploits In this direction. 

He has hunted thfc elk. moose, and 
reindeer In northern Canada, and onco 
was lost for two days in the Rockies. 
Mr. Hepton married a Canadian lady, 
but he and his wife have now practi¬ 
cally settled down In Leeds, and al¬ 
though he- recently booked hla hun¬ 
dredth passage across the Atlantic, he 
will, he says, remain In J^eeda at least 
during the term of his office as Lord 
Mayor. 

Miracle Worker In Irish Bog. 

With a plain Iron shanty In the heart 
of a Connemara bog. a revolution in 
the means of communication and one of 
the most renmtkablp inventions of the 
time, has reached fruition. 

A three-mile drive by jaunting 


days Immediately preceding the historic 
Disruption of the Scottish Church, and 
public thought and fsellng were vastly 
enthralled by ecclesiastical controversy. 
After two years’ experience of journaJ- 
Ism, Masson re«lghed this position, and 
again made his way to Edinburgh, re¬ 
solved to devote himself henceforth 
wholly to a literary career. For some 
time he wrote for Messrs. Chambers, 
and several of the volumes of their well 
known "Educational Course" were his 
work. Simultaneously he was contrib¬ 
uting to Fraser's Magazine and to Dub¬ 
lin University Magazine; in the latter 
appeared his essay on Cratterton. Mas¬ 
son had thus made a reputation for 
himself as a scholar and a writer, when, 
sixty years ago he came to London. 
After about five years In the metropolis. 
Masson obtained, in i86S. the valuable 
appointment., of Professor of English 
Literature in University College, Lon¬ 
don. and a few years later. In succes¬ 
sion to A. H. Clough, he bfecame the 
editor of Macmillan's Magaxlne. The 
eighteen years Masson spent In London 
laid the foundation of his future suc¬ 
cess. In 1865 the brilliant Professor 
Aytoun died, and David Masson was 
elected to succeed him. For thirty 
years he held that professorship, retir¬ 
ing In 1896. It would be difficult to say 
how many of Scotland's distinguished 
literary sons gained some part of their 
inspiration from Masson. The list would 
Include Robert Louis Stevenson, "Ian 
Maclaren," 8. R. Crockett, J. M. Bar¬ 
rie, and many another. Mr. Barrie has 
narrated in his amusing way that "he 
made up his mind to go in for litera¬ 
ture" one day when he saw Professor 
Masson with (SOD In notes bulging out 
of his pockets, while he was rummaging 
over a secondhand bookstall. It is a 
highly commendable custom of the 
Edinburgh professors to invite students 
to their homes. Masson, who was ami¬ 
ability Itself, carried nut this excellent 
system, especially with the more ad¬ 
vanced members of hla class, and these 
social gatherings were ever afterwards 
happy remembrances. Many A raw 
Scotcll lad there saw for the Hr* time 
what refinement and culture really 
meant, and carried away therefrom the 
Impression that apart altogether from 
pecuniary rewards these things had 
highest value In themselves. Much of 
the very exalted opinion of Masson that 
prevais north of the Tweed must he 
ascribed to the deep Impress which he 
made as professor, apart from the merit 
of his own contributions to standard 
literature. Of these by far the most 
notable was his "Life of MIKon," In six 
volumes, the first of which saw the 
light in 1868. and the last In 1880. His 
other writings Include: "Essays. Biog¬ 
raphical and Critical: Chiefly on Eng¬ 
lish Poets," "British Novelists and their 
Styles." "Recent British Philosophy." 
"Chatterton, a Story of 1770." "Drum¬ 
mond of Hawthornden." "Carlyle Per¬ 
sonally and In tils Writings.” besides 
essays Innumerable in magaxlnes and 
reviews. In Edinburgh Profpssor Mas¬ 
son was much honored. Some years 
ago he was presented with his portrait, 
and the Senatus of the University with 
his bust. In commemoration of his long 
and distinguished-reco-d. Lord Rose¬ 
bery made a graceful reference to him 
as the deyen of British literature. Pro¬ 
fessor Masson married Rosaline, daugh¬ 
ter of the late Mr. Charles Orme, and 
their son. David Orme Masson. F.R.S., 
has been for over twenty years profes¬ 
sor of chemistry in the University of 
Melbourne. 

The Irish Poor. 

Mr. John Redmond, leader of the 
Irish party In the British House of 
Commons, speaking at Sligo, where he 
received the-freedom of the town, said 
he often thought that in the distribu¬ 
tion of political power In Ireland the 
urban population ITad not their fair 
share. No doubt It was a very good 
thing that small parliamentary borr 
oughs were gone, but was there not the 
danger of going to the other extreme? 
In Scotland there was a system of 
grouping boroughs and counties Into 
one constituency, and he was not sure 
that something of that kind ought not 
to be done to give a more full represent¬ 
ation to urban interests and needs In 
the parliamentary work of Ireland. He 
supposed this was a matter that would 
not be settled until they had a govern¬ 
ment of their own. 

One of the most serious of all prob¬ 
lems which fell within the sphere of 
municipal duties was the question 1 of 
the proper housing of the working 
classes in Irish towns. Everybody knew 
that the insanitary condition of so 
many houses In Ireland lay at the root 
of that terrible plague, consumption, 
which caused more deaths In Ireland 
than all other diseases known to hu¬ 
manity. At the present moment there 
were in Irelind 79,149 tenements con¬ 
sisting of one room only, and in that 
one room a family llVed. There were 
242,710 tenements In Ireland consisting 
of only two rooms. In Dublin there 
ware 21,747 families, or 36.7 of all the 
families in that city, living In one room 
In tcrement houses. 

This was far worse than was to be 
found In any of the cities in Great Brit¬ 
ain, and the result was that the death 
rate in Dublin was considerably high¬ 
er than in any great city of England 
or Scotland. In 1908 a measure was in¬ 
troduced and passed into law dealing 
with Che housing of the working classes 
of Great Britain. Mr. Long and Mr. 
Wyndham said it had been thought best 
that Ireland should be separately dealt 
with. J -

Oount Masyoshl Matsukata will pro- 
bubly be best known to posterity as 
one of the original elder statesmen, 
and the founder of the Bank of Japan. 
He was born in Satsuma province, and 
came to the front soon after the com¬ 
mencement of the era of Meljl, other¬ 
wise "the era of enlightenment." He 
became chief of the bureau of revenue 
of the departmnt of finance in 1874, 
when Count Okuma was minister of 
finance. He served In other minor 
capacities, and 

'.'“7 Went Abroad In 1878 
as commissioner to the Paris Exposi¬ 
tion. Later he became minister of 
home affairs, and when Cpunt Okuma 
retired from the finance department, 
Matsukata succeeded him, and contin¬ 
ued to be minister for the treasury 
for twelve years, twice being prime 
minister as well as holder of the fi¬ 
nancial portfolio. But he had constant 
friction with the diet, and resigned the 
premiership to Marquis Yamagata. 

It was Matsukata who piled on the 
unpopular land-tax prior to the war 
with Russia. This was not 
The "Single Tax," 

which Is a tax on the value of land Ir¬ 
respective of Improvements. The tax 
which Matsukata Increased was a tax 
on land, rated by a valuation fixed 
many years ago. and therefore taking 
no account of the great increment In 
the cities, while it bore heavily on the 
rlce-grojvers. No attempt was made 
to get at a fair assessment, and the 
small farmers were ground down more 
deepjy with every step of preparation 
for war with Russia.

Asiatics Give Trouble on St 
Arriving In London Port.

Yellow and black men, and their try¬ 
ing habits when members of a ship’s 
crew, occupied attention at two London 
police courts recently. 

At the Thirties court stx Chinese fire¬ 
men were brought up in custody 
charged with deserting from the steam¬ 
ship Kintuck, belonging to the Ocean 
Steam Shipping Company, Liverpool. 

F. Shelverdlne, the marine superin¬ 
tendent. said prisoners signed articles 
at Hongkong, which was their port of 
discharge, but they iqft the ship the 
previous Sunday without leave. On 
Friday the men were found concealed 
at 28, Carmen street. Poplar. His com¬ 
pany was continually losing men in 
that way, and they wished to make an 
example of prisoners. 

Some of the latter now complained of 
net getting proper time for 'rest, and 
being assaulted by the engineers, who 
kicked them. 

Mr. Dickinson told them they were 
not allowed to leave the ship, and their 
reason for leaving was they knew they 
would get higher wages going back on 
other ships. He ordered the police to 
convey them on board the ship. 

The men said they would prefer go¬ 
ing to prison. 

Three colored men, with long and un¬ 
pronounceable names, firemen on the 
steamship 8umatra. were charged at 
East Ham with wilfully disobeying the 
lawful commands of the chief officer of 
the ship . 

On Tuesday. October 15th. the vessel 
arrived at the Royal Albert docks, and 
the prisoners at once packed up their 
boxes and went on shore. The chief 
officer asked the reason, and the men 
answered that the Serang had taken 
money from them, and they refused to 
go back to work under him. The men 
remained off the ship until Friday, 
when they were again requested to 
board, and refusing they were given in 
custody. 

The prisoners, through an Interpre¬ 
ter, now said they were willing to go 
on another ship and work, but would 
not under the same Serang. 

They were, however, ordered to for¬ 
feit two days' pay. and go back to 
the steamship 8umatra.

PERPETUAL MOTION. 


For many years now perpetual mo¬ 
tion has been a popular phrase, and 
many attempts have been made to 
demonstrate that such a thing is pos¬ 
sible. As a matter of fact, however. 
It is about as impossible as it would 
be to gei something out of nothing, 
fend that Is what the attempts amount 
to. The nearest approach to perpetual 
motion which Is at present known to 
science Is soen in the radium clock, as 
it Is called. It is an invention of the 
Hon. R. J. Strutt, and consists of an 
electroscope suspended from the lower 
end of a small glass tube containing 
a tiny piece of radium about the size 
of a wallflower seed. This Is fastened 
to the top of a large sealed vessel from 
which the air has been extracted. In 
Its disintegration, the radium gives out 
what are called Alpha rays and Beta 
rays. The latter, which have a charge 
of negative electricity, get clear away 
from the radium chamber, while the 
former, carrying a positive charge, re¬ 
main Inside and set up an accumula¬ 
tion of positive electricity, which, by 
induction, charges the two leaves of 
the electricity. According to the laws 
of electricity these leaves, being 
charged with the same kind of elec¬ 
tricity. repel each other until they 
touch the foil at the sides of the tube, 
which, having a metallic connection to 
earth through the glass, discharges 
them, and allows them to fall again 
and again, and, apparently, would go

Ing shop a "radial” engine has been 
constructed, which for power, economy 
In space and fuel, would outclass the 
turbine, while having the additional ad¬ 
vantage in regard to steamships of be¬ 
ing able to reverse almost by Instantan¬ 
eous action. 

A Llverool Journal of Commerce re¬ 
presentative ascertained that the In¬ 
vention, which is the work of a Scotch 
engineer resident for many years In 
Liverpool, is erected and working at 
the engineering shop of the well-known 
firm of Messrs. C, and H. Crichton, 
Derby road. It has been protected In 
England, America, and on the Conti¬ 
nent, and already It has come under the 
observation of one of the largest Ger¬ 
man engineering firms, who are said to 
have made a very substantial offer for 
the patent rights. 

By the courtesy of Messrs. Crichton 
A Co., the Journal of Commerce repre¬ 
sentative was permitted to Inspect the 
remarkable engine and to see Its ex¬ 
traordinary power and adaptability 
throughly tested. Like most other great 
inventions, the enfflfie has the appear¬ 
ance of great simplicity In construc¬ 
tion. All that was to be seen was & 
small cylinder securely bolted to a bed¬ 
plate, with a cylinder cover at each 
end and a shaft passing through two 
covers and supported on either side by 
a bearing.

Mom Murders of Infants Traced to 
Child of Thirteen.

In the absence of the secre¬ 
tary, Mrs. Rocke Robertson, Mrs. Grant 
was appointed secretary pro tern. 

In respect to some criticism about the 
publishing of a statement of the ex¬ 
penses, It was shown that the expendi¬ 
tures were always discussed at the 
meetings and were published in the an¬ 
nual statement* 

Dr. Fagan Introduced Dr. Lewis Hall 
to the society as one of those who was ] 
largely Instrumental in getting the 
grant towards the society. As he was 
about to be a candidate for the mayor¬ 
alty, Dr. Fagan thought this would be 
a good time to question him on his at¬ 
titude towards the work of the asso¬ 
ciation. 

Dr. Hall did not like to take all the 
credit for getting the grant, but said 
he was interested In the subject and | 
would do all he could to stop this 
dreaded disease. He favored the en¬ 
forcement of the expectoration law, 
and said he should be only too pleased 
to forward the interests of the society 
In every possible way. 

It was announced that collectors did 
not to out for the annual contributions 
!a«t year because all the energies were 
bent towards the building fund. 

Mrs. Rocke Robertson's appeal for 
bed sheets before the Local Council of 
Women had already resulted In about 
$60 being donated, and four dozen sheets 
had been sent to the sanatarlum at 
Tranqullle. 

Dr. Fagan thanked the socltey for Its j 
donation on behalf of the board of dl- | 
rectors of the as^clatlon. 

Continuing, Dr. Fagan said: "The 
society Is now about entering on Its last 
lap, where some real, effective work 
will be done. The matron and the 
superintendent are now at Tranqullle. 
and* bout next week the flrst patients 
will be admitted. The work is a great 
one, and I should like to urge the local 
society to continue the good work It 
has so well begun. There are already 
flve applications for every bed In the 
Institution. Patients will be taken that 
can be helped most. I hope that In the 
near future we shall be able to have 
I two separate Institutions, one for In¬ 
cipient cases and the other for the ad- 
I vanced. This Is the only correct way 
of fighting the disease.** 

He went on the show that there was 
now nearly $20,000 on hand, but this 
will need Increasing very materially be¬ 
fore they could successfully continue 
the work. 

Dr. Fagan then presented the new 
constitution to the local society for 
adoption. 

Mrs. Jenkins said that what had been 
said by the doctor emphasised the ne¬ 
cessity for the work they were doing. 
'They must expect opposition and 
apathy, but If they kept at It It would 
be successful. 

It was decided to call a special meet¬ 
ing for the purpose of re-organlxing 
under the new constitution sent out by 
the \ i n rd of directors.

This | 
will show that, owing to heavy ex- j 
penditures on capital account, there is 
a deficit of $1,300. The report was pre- 1 
sented to the city council last evening 
and was as follows: 

Victoria. B. C.. Nov. 18th. 1107. 

Gentlemen:—I have the honor ’.o enclose 
you herewith a statement showing the 
receipts and expenditures of the British 
Columbia Agricultural Association up to 
and Including November 16th. 1907. and 
also a statement of profit and loss and 
assets and liabilities of the same associa¬ 
tion duly audited, together with the 
auditor's report, which I trust qrlll meet 
with your approval. 

You will note that while the exhibition 
Itself proved a financial success In that 
1* paid Its own way without the aid of 
any subscription from the dtlxens of 
Victoria, yet on account of the htavy ex¬ 
penditures on capital account, which the 
proportions of the exhibition necessitated 
this year, the statement of assets and 
liabilities shows that a sum amounting 
to $1,800 outside of the total of the ac¬ 
counts rendered by the city of Victoria 
for distribution of water, firemen's ser¬ 
vices. etc., will have to be provided for. 
This Is accounted for by fhe fact (hat the 
size of the exhibition greatly exceeded 
such preportions that extra expense was 
Inevitable. * 

You will note that the amount paid out 
In prises ulone exceeded the amount paid 
out in 1906 by nearly $1,000. and expendi¬ 
tures all the way through were much 
heavier than in 1906—about $2,850 having 
been expended on capital account In per¬ 
manent Improvements, etc. 

I Had the custom of previous years In 
aklng up subscriptions been adhered to 
and the same proportion of expenditure 
been made on capital account as In pre- 
\ious years out of the current year’s 
revenue, the exhibition Just closed would 
have shown a net profit of from $3,000 to 
$4,000. 

The charge for wages, etc., for upkeep 
of the grounds during the year has been 
shown In this statement as an open ac¬ 
count. as It Is hoped by the management 
that with the stall rentals during the 
winter and by preparing the grounds for 
the accommodation of outdoor sports, 
that sufficient revenue can be derived to 
| wipe out this account and show a credit 
balance. 

In this connection, however, I would re¬ 
spectfully suggest that some arrange¬ 
ments be made by your honorable body 
for financing this association for the com¬ 
ing year, until such time, at least, as It 
can begin to derive some revenue from 
Its own resources. 

It Is quite necessary that, a caretaker 
be employed on the grounds permanently, 
and although arrangements are now 
made whereby the part of tho grounds 
not actually In use for other purposes 
will be cropped, and. it Is hoped, made to 
pay all the expenses of the caretaker, It 
Is also Just as essential that a sum 
should be provided for the payment of his 
wages regularly. During the pas season 
I wag under the necessity of paying these 
expenses personally to the extent of some 
$700 or $ 800 , until such time as receipts 
we'rfc obtained from other sources (in 
July), but such action la hardly to be ex¬ 
pected again from whoever may have the 
honor of filling my position for the com¬ 
ing year. 

I would also respectfully heg to point 
out that should the exhibits at the 1906 
exhibition Increase In the same ration us 
during the past year, which I have mery 
confidence they will, the buildings and 
accommodation for stock at the grounds 
will prove totally Inadequate, and some 
provision should be made at the earliest 
orportunlty to remedy* this. Notwith¬ 
standing the fact that some fifty new box- 
stalls were erected this yoar, yet the man¬ 
agement had during the exhibition week 
the difficult problem on their hands of 
attempting to house some 276 horses in 
about 188 boxstails, which Is all tho ac-
